Fruit Trees.—Some orchnrdists pre- 


fer the spring of the year for f-cUing trees.— 
Others preler the autumn. Let every one 
be persuaded in his own mind. Last spring ' 
was not propitious for transplanting. It was 
late before the frost left the ground and sow- 
ing and planting followed so soou that there 
was not much time for farmers to attend to 
trees. 


Those who found no timo last spring may 


now find leisure for business of this kind.— 
Should any of our i'viends be inclined to try 
the fall of the year, they are advised to-set 
about it immediately, it is not prudent to de- 
lay till the ground, is ready to freeze. 


When trees arc transplanted in the fall, 


tliey need something to support the tops 
through tho winter, for it is not proper to 
mulch them its we do in the spring, 1'or fear 
of mice at the roots. 
Some men advice to 


stake each tree , but (here is no need of thin 
expense. It is better to let them stake them- 
selves, than to stake them, as many people do,. 
and let the stakes wear oh'the bark. 


It is much less labor to throw up a bank of 


earth around tho trunk than set a stake and 
tie the tree to it. 
And we advise all who set 


trees at any time of the year, to throw up :i 
small heap of earth for the first winter after 
setting, to keep the tops from racking, and the 
roots Jrom freezing andjthawing too often while 
the- earth is loose. 


'.Frees that were set last spring and mulch- 


ed, ought to be seen to this fall. 
The mulch- 


ing ought to be hauled away from the trunk, 
or to be covered completely with earth; hiid 
the earth should be hauled away next spring. 
If stones were piled on the straw, or mulch- 
ing, they need not lie removed—they are nev- 
er injurous to a fruit tree. 


Two persons arc needed to set trees well. 


One should hold them while the other places 
good earth about the roots. 
No manure 


should come in contact with them. 


(iood Bald win trees that are well set, will 


produce fruit the fourth year after netting.— 
We have often had a peck the fourth year.- 
from a single tree.— Plougipnun.
